Tho origin of the notion 
which is now begiuning to, assort its ab- 
surdity, is to be traced in the long-standing 
aud. recognised principle of concealthent in 
legal affairs generally. In a civil euit, for’ 
instance, it is no partof the business “of the 
plaintiff to put forward facts which might 
tend to strengthen the.defence. That is for 
“the learned friend” to do, and if the learn- 
ed friend chance to misa such facts, or not to 
‘bo aware of them, justice is supposed to be 
. done without thom though the’ plaintiff's 
attorneys or counsel may have been fully 
aware of thom, Thiy “licence to conceal,” 
as it may be termed, being once fully re- 
cognised, it would naturally occur in some. 
criminal case, where on account of the larger 
interests involved, liberty instead of property, 
the monstrous injustice wrought by it would 
become palpable, and a general outery against 
itmight beraised, To obviatethis,our wiseand 
infallible Law makes it improper to conceal 
adverse facta in a criminal prosecution, but 
only improper on the part of the Crown. ‘It 
ia go far from being improper on the part of 
the accused that it is frequently said to be 
the duty of his couns|l to male every point, 
take every objection, and admit nothing. It 
certainly strikes people as very hard that a 
man should ‘be convicted through conceal. 
ment on the part of the police, but it rarely 
strikes anyone as absurd-that-he-should be 
acquitted by reason of concealment on: bis 
side. ' : : 
When howeverthis one-sided privilege tomes 
ta be accorded tw Chinese criuinals in Hong- 
kong, iteeems to be uot only absurd but en- 


tirely improper. Knowing that we are being 
Imockod down overy night by these people, 
Anowing that by lettingone undoubted criminal 
off we are in all probablity dooming another 
European’s skull or property, still it is our 
duty to take every precaution whereby such 
undoubted criminal may slip.out of cur 
hands! Still we eay to that undoubted crimi- 
nal’s counsel, “Ifyou find anything to 
show: that our friend here’ cannot but be 
the man we take him for, you are nut to tell 
us anything about it” Then in the course 
of the case some formal point arises, aad the | 
Crown prosecutor vaives it, “ because ivso 
eriminal cage.” On the other side, perhaps, 
a less important one arises, and the prison- 
er’s counsel takes it immediately, and with 
* the full concurrence of everybody, the idea 
being, “Ob, you must tuke eyery point. 
You are for the prisoner.” Why does not 
the Arrosyey .GrneraL cay: “I must 
take every point. Jam for the public, who 
are knocked over the head, and battered 
about till there: is nothing left but this.”

out‘of the way part of the ‘world, and that it

is scateoly possible to find words sufficiently 
strong to designate tbe hoinoits offence of 
which it ig guilty. | It then proceeds toa kind 
of political penance, and without investigating 
the true merits of the special ‘subject which 
has been taken up, loudly cries “peccavimus,”. 
and works itself up into # wonderful state of 
virtuous indignation. China has long bécu 
a stock subject on-whigh to give vent to these 
sentiments. It seams to. be positively de- 
lightful to: some men,to declare’ that their 
sountrymen who-are-far away are. degrading 
the national reputation, the. satisfaction 
apparently consisting in an inward feeling 
that while, appearing magnanimonsly to 
admit the shortcomings of their nationals, 
the particular people who - indulge in the 
sentiment would not for a moment be guilty 
of the wrongs which they condemn. The 
Opium question and the Missionary question 
have-always: been, treated in thie’ manner. 
Without any real knowledge of the facts; the 
British public long’ ago debited itself with a 
great deal of’ ignominy in regard to. the: 
former, though of late years—that is, since 
there has been a ‘chance of the Indien Ke- 
venue becoming diminished—they have dis- 
covered that there aré,two sides to the ques- 
tion, having been forced in. self-defence to 
aseertain whether the great.outcry that was 
made was really founded upon the true morita 
In regard to tho Missionary 
question, there seems at the present time to 
be a thorough determination to ‘assume that 
foreign nations are completely in the wrong, 
and are doing a grievous injury to China by 
actually asking to be permitted to propagate 
x0 defective a system of religion and morality 
as Christianity, A third broad question of

forth’in the home papers, ia simply. pre- 
osterous.. The only result of this. kind of 
fling enthjsiaem is that England repeatedly. 
sympathises with’ wrongs with which ‘she 
has nothing to do, in such-a way that sha 
dogs considerably more harm than good. by 
her indirect or direct interference in them. 
“Ought we not to see that’ right is dove in 
this or that -terrible affitir ?’—‘“ Should we 
not manifest our sympathy with the op- 
prossed ?”—“Is it not the high destiny of 
the nation to’ put down Aagrant abuses all 
over the world ?’—are the popular questions 
which-are asked whenever a. matter of this 
ind is taken into consideration, But, un- 
fortunately, in the’ majority .of instances 
while giving way to this kind of' sympathy. 
England does: not greatly benefit the o 
jects of her pity; and after the enthusiasts 
have enjoyed the luxury of going to meetings 
and making five speeches about the wronge 
of slaves, coolies, or oppressed ‘nationalities, 
the result’ commonly is: that if action “be 
taken-at all, itis taken in such away as'to 
do infinitely more harm than good. - “ 
Such it is to be feared ‘may be the case 
with respect to the coolie traffic. That some- 
thing should be. done to crush. cut such 
abuses as exist at Macao, no-one acquainted 
with the question can fora moment doubt, 
but it would be thé greatest ‘misfortune, as 
seems to be at present likely. their en- 
thusiasm to do this, foreign nations -shopld 


‘| make the mistake of throwing obstacles in 


the way of legitimate Chinese emigration. 
If there'is any country in the world to which 
emigration is likely to prove beneficial, that 
country is China; and it ie therefore to be 
regretted that there are signs of a mistaken 
enthusiasm arising with respect to the coolie 
traffic; in’ which. what is good in it may be 
étampéd out in common with what is ovil.

the Colony, the namerous crimes and attacks 
on persons and property which bad. ovcurred, 
and continued to vccur, with inoreasing. fre. 
quency, unvhecked, undiscovered and unpon- 
ished, the.\great alarm. thereby occasioned 
awong the residents of the Colony, fally justi.
